1 . Achieve the fiscal goals of the Academy in the operating and capital sectors necessary to sound financial health of the 

institution. 

a. Achieve results as budgeted. (5%) Net revenues of $46,000 through 1st quarter against budgeted 

deficit of $182,000. 

b. Achieve annual operating contributions and grants of $1,893,000. (15%) Actual $368,000 vs budgeted 

$345,000. 

c. Move campaign gifts and pledges from $4.5 million to $ 1 0 million by end of fiscal 1 998. (25%) Pledge 

total moved to $4.8 million, including matched portion of Johnson Family Foundation 
proposal, as of September 30. As of this writing, a third of the Johnson Family Foundation 
match has been met . Engaging in approach to State for capital funding. 

2. Complete new museum building, begin installation of exhibits, and assure coordinated, exciting opening. (15%) 

a. Working through COO achieve beneficial occupancy by end of August, 1998. On track. 

b. Work with COO to determine final exhibit package for Board approval, complete exhibit design, engage 

fabricators, begin installation by September 30, 1 998. Exhibit package approved at September 
meeting; exhibit design proceeding; release of fabrication contracts delayed pending adequate 
cash flow. 

c. Working with COO, produce integrated business and program development plan, including staffing, 

income-generating programs, and docent training, for Nature Museum. Integrated schedules in 
hand; operations projections under review. 

3. Execute unified development and communications plan to build image, identity, and audience. (10%) 

a. Apply image, identity, and communications plan to achieve broad interest and involvement in the opening of 

the new museum. New logo now on letterhead, business cards, and publications; annual report 
distributed today; fundraising brochure achieving great use and attention. 

b. Implement search for corporate program sponsorship and other elements of integrated development and 

communications plan. Fundraising brochure and annual report largely underwritten. Tiffany 
opening gala November 5; Gala Committee off to a fabulous beginning with over 25 members. 

c. Hold at least three friend/fundraising activities per month including activities with the Auxiliary Board and 

the Advisory Council. Member's Opening for Bug's Eye View, July 10; Cornerstone laying with 
Mayor Daley, July 31; 140th Birthday Party, Aug. 10; Herp Weekend, Sept 20-21; Academy 
Council WGN-TV event, September 25; Academy Council and Cornell Club of Chicago, Oct 
3; Making of a Museum with Ralph Johnson in the Latin School Live and Learn Program, 
Oct 4; International Center reception at the Art Institute, October 4. See agenda for schedule 
of upcoming cultivation events. 

4. Expand reach of Academy's Outreach, On-Line and Research programs. (10%) 

a. Expand reach of outreach and teacher training programs and develop collaborations; integrate with 

programming for Nature Museum. Eco-Cit and Science on the Go fully subscribed with more 
schools purchasing the programs with their own funds than ever before; new Science on the 
Go grant awarded to fund incorporation of math activities more extensively into the program. 

b. Develop collaborations for establishing Science Scene Programs and extending their reach; integrate with 

programming for Nature Museum. Northwestern University contributing more resources for 
TEENS; Science Scene Business Advisory Board underway; operations planning for new 
museum under review.

CAMPAIGN FOR THE 2 1ST CENTURY 
REPORT TO THE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OCTOBER 28, 1997 



The Campaign Steering Committee has been restructured into the Campaign Cabinet. 
The new Cabinet, chaired by Peggy Notebaert, will have five committees as follows: the 
Academy Family, David Voss, Board Chair; the Civic Leadership Committee, Harvey 
Plotnick, Chair; the Gala Committee, Judy Istock, Co-Chair; the Individual Gifts 
Committee, Richard Williams, Chair; and the Local Business Committee, Anthony 
Nichols, Chair. Cabinet members at large are Benjamin H. Johnson, Deborah J. 
Reguera and Laura Sudler. The first meeting of the new Cabinet took place on 
October 15, 1997. 

Each individual committee has begun to recruit members and to move ahead with its own 
responsibilities. The Cabinet will meet again on November 1 1 . 

The first formal meeting of the Civic Leadership Committee is planned for November 1 9 
at Harvey Plotnick' s home. 

The date of the opening of the Nature Museum has been moved to the Spring of 1999 
to accommodate the construction schedule. The gala event, the First Annual Butterfly 
BallCbeing planned to celebrate the opening of the museum, has been moved to the 
Spring of 1999 as well. The gala planning committee, which is still growing, has over 30 
members to date and is being co-chaired by Judy Istock and Cindy Lenhardt. A kickoff 
luncheon for the committee is planned for November 12. 

On September 25, Peter Walker hosted a Campaign for the 21 s ' Century/ Academy 
Council reception at WGN-TV studios to spread the word about the new Nature Museum 
to interested individuals. The event was well attended (70 attendees) by Academy 
Trustees, Civic Leadership Committee members and Academy Council members who 
entertained their guests with a new video about the museum and an appearance from 
weatherman Tom Skilling. The video was created and funded by Peter Walker and 
WGN-TV. The museum model and renderings were on display and Paul Heltne spoke of 
the Academy=s vision for the future. At least 6 new Academy Council members were 
recruited.

Staffing Change: In July, Amy Joyce, the Academy's Membership Coordinator, was appointed 
as the new staff liaison for the Auxiliary Board. 

Auxiliary Board Picnic: Special thanks goes to Doug and Molly Hanslip for hosting the 
Auxiliary Board's summer picnic at their home this past July. This event was organized to give 
members an opportunity to get to know one another and to thank them for all of the work they 
have done this past fiscal year. 

Fundraising Committee: A total of $3,900 has been raised for the Fundraising Committee's 
100 Hearts for Education campaign. An additional $ 1 ,050 in pledges have been received since 
October 1, 1997. The goal of the campaign is $10,000 by December.31, 1997. 

Education Committee: Members of the Auxiliary Board were given opportunities to participate 
as volunteers at the 140th Birthday Celebration, HerPETological Weekend, and ICASL's 1997 
International Conference on the Public Understanding of Science and Technology. 

Organization Committee: A set of guidelines for the Auxiliary Board is in the final stages of 
being developed. A revised copy of these guidelines will be submitted for approval by the end of 
October, 1997. 

Membership Committee: The Membership Committee planned and hosted a new members' 
event on Tuesday, September 16, 1997. Piaggi's Italian Bistro donated the space and food for 
this event, which was attended by over 40 people. Thus far, the Board has recruited three new 
members from the event, and several people have expressed interest. 

Animals Eat Event: The Auxiliary Board will be hosting its upcoming fundraising cocktail 
party, Animals Eat, on Thursday, October 30, from 5:30 to 8:30 p.m. at the Nature Museum. 
The event co-chairs are Jennifer Heath and Ray Perkins. More than $1000 in tickets have 
already been sold, and a total of $20,422 in in-kind contributions have been made thus far. 
Significant donations include: beer from Samuel Adams and Oregon Original Ales; wine from 
Whole Foods; invitation printing by Service Graphics; and food by Piaggi's Italian Bistro, 
Savannah's, and Madam B's. Blockbuster Entertainment and Tarcom Corporation have 
generously given cash donations of $1,000 and $500, respectively. Activities include an oyster 
slurping contest sponsored by Shaw's Crab House and a raffle.

Revenues $ 1,225,000

Net Revenues $ 46.000 

Unbudgeted investment gains contributed $81,000 to the above. Without regard to such 
investments gains, the operating deficit would be $35,000, which is better than our budgeted 
level of $1 82,000 deficit for the year. Thus, we are on track overall with respect to operations. 
Most key revenues are on track thus far.

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


-NEW MUSEUM 







Spending for construction and related costs for the new Nature Museum is somewhat less than 
was originally planned for the first quarter, thus reducing the directly related reimbursement 
revenues from the Chicago Park District Bond Fund. Capital campaign pledges at September 30, 
1 997 were less than the budget because we have not reflected a challenge grant, as the challenge 
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amount has not yet been met. Were that to be included, we would be on track for the capital 
campaign. Expenses for the capital campaign for the first quarter were slightly less than planned 



Our cash flows have been at planned levels overall. One cash item of $22,000 from the State of 
Illinois normally received in the first quarter arrived in mid October and will be recorded for 
October operations. Through September 30, our receivables have been current. There is a 
normal slowdown that is typical for the second quarter, and our efforts continue to be directed to 
managing that situation.
